A caso contain~ 
ing five hundred guns, destined for Shanz- 
hai, was finally discovered, The guas were 
of course impounded, On bringing thom 
back to Yukohama, whence they had been 
shipped by a German firm, it was found thet 
the real parties supplying the guns wera 
Jnpaneso : none other than Messre Omura & 
Co., of Shinzaimokacho, Nihonbashi 
Djstriot, Tokiv. Further investigations 
soon elicited the surprising fact that the 
guns_were of Japanese make, being in faot 
a lot of condemned weapous suld by the Navy 
Dapartment to the firm in question. Messrs 
Ouura & Co, had put in a doouwent atatin 
that the gdos would ho takén to pieces aad 
the irou melted down; in conaequence of 
which agreement the Departmentin question 
had auld the weapons to the firm for eighty 
son eaoh, , Instead, however, of keeping to 
their agreement, the Omura house had 
patched up the vld guns aad sold them, 
through the wediam of a German firn,. to 
Chinese in Shanghai, for no less than five 
yen piece.
